1. POST DESCRIPTION: QUOTE. DUTIES: TO PROVIDE 
ADDITIONAL ASSISTANCE AND STAFF SUPPORT TO THE DIRECTOR 
OF THE COMMUNICATIONS AND ELECTRONICS DIRECTORATE IN 
RELATION TO NATO'S MAJOR COMMI INTC ATIONS-F.T ECTRONTCS 
SYSTEMS AND NETWORKS DEALT WITH BY THE NATO JOINT COMMU- 
NICATIONS -ELECTRONICS COMMITTEE. IN PARTICULAR, HE IS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR THE FURTHER DEVELOPMENT AND IMPROVEMENT 
OF THE NECESSARY COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN THE NORTH

CURRENT PLANNING FOR, AND LATER DEVELOPMENT AND OPERATION 
OF THE NICS.

ADVISE EARLY ENOUGH SO THAT A U.S. JOB DESCRIPTION AND GRADE 
MAY BE ESTABLISHED IN TIME TO ADVERTISE, SELECT AND MEET 
NATO/IS NOMINATION DATE.
